They were 
like we can’t, but we’ll put it really close to the stage so 
there’s virtually no barricades. 

R: I also heard that you went to Europe for a few shows 
before California? 

L: We were asked to do some skateboarding/ 
snowboarding show, and it was us, Urban Dance Squad, 
and Dog Eat Dog. 

R: Urban Dance Squad are still around? 

L: That’s their home country, they’re huge there and so 
are Dog Eat Dog. We went on and it was great for us. 
The only thing that sucked was, we had another show in 
Holland and one in Belgium, and me and Craig had just 
caught the flu right when we left, so we were both on the 
plane with 101 degree fevers. 

R: That sucks, being up in the air feeling like that. 

L: Oh man, the first show I was so sick, I had no voice. 
The second was the big snowboarding show, my voice 
was cracking everywhere. Finally, by the third show I 
was still sick, but my voice was back. 


R: At least you get a lot of crowd help. 

L: Yeah, but that’s what sucks, the second one was a big 
festival thing on a huge stage, so it was hard to get close to 
people. 

R: You’ve played a lot of festivals over there now. Some of 
them were like 60,000 or 80,000 people, right? 

L: The biggest one was 100,000, it was the Dynamo in 1994, 
I think. 

R: What does it feel like to get on a stage and as far as you 
can see, people. Like Woodstock or something. 

L: It’s ridiculous, we were so hyped. You should have seen us 
that day, so much nervous energy. The funniest thing was we 
walked out on stage and were ready to go into our first song 
and I say, ^What's up, we're Sick of it All from NY.” We go 
into this song and the whole right side of the stage goes dead. 
No power. So I looked at the audience and said, “All right, 
thank you, good night,” and we walked off and everybody 
laughed. That kinda broke the ice, so they fixed it, and we 
had a half hour set. I think we did it in like 20 minutes. - 

R: You’d need binoculars to see the people in the back. 

L: One of the most amazing things was seeing almost the 
whole audience, from the stage all the way to where the 
soundboard was, which is a good football field away, you see 
the whole audience jumping up and down. It looks like a big 
wave, everybody pogo-ing to our music was insane. 

R: There’s not many bands that can do that, and then come 
here and play a show that holds 200, like in Santa Monica. 
L: In NY we've done that, too, where we'd play a huge show 
and then play a kid's basement in Jersey the next week and 
everybody was shocked, “Why did you do that,” because it's 
fun, you know? If we were in it only for the money, I think

R: You've been doing pretty well, though, you've played 
everywhere, almost. 

L: Almost everywhere. Right now, hopefully this year, we're 
gonna crack Singapore. There's a huge HC scene in Bangkok 
and Singapore. 

R: I heard that. What's the most unique, really different, 
crazy place you've played so far? 

L: Oh man. As far as crazy, Mexico City. 

R: Mexico City? 

L: We went there, and we got to the club and the stage was 20 
feet high. We were like, “What the fuck is that for?” He 
goes, “Oh believe me, you'll see,” and it was $3 to get in. 

R: That's a lot there, though. 

L: Actually, it was cheap, but not cheap enough, because by 
the time we were supposed to play - we were headlining some 
punk festival. By the time we went on they had it down to 
like $1 or whatever you could pay to get in. We realized why 
they wanted the stage so high, the kids were so insane, man. 
Out of a crowd of 2,000 there was maybe 100 to 150 people 
who knew who we were and were totally into the NY sound, 


but everybody else was like the poorest kids, you'd see them 
putting on bandanas filled with glue wrapped around their 
face. They would buy old army gas masks and squeeze 

glue into it, then strap it onto their head and run around the 
pit. And the faster we played, the more they loved it. It was 
sooo insane. 

R: You don't see that around here. 

L: Kids would scale the 20 foot high stage and then like 
attack you, then you'd duck “ет and they'd turn around and 
dive and land on the concrete floor. Nobody would catch 
them. 

R: Commandos... 

L: Yeah, it was some sick shit, man. We've had great shows 
everywhere, Argentina was amazing. The first time we played 
there, 2000 people came out to see us and we were just in 
awe, and it was amazing. 

R: OK, the new album. It seems like the last couple of 
albums you've added a more catchy element to some of your 
songs. It's heavy but a little catchier. 

L: We're learning to write better. 

R: You get a lot of press now, you made a couple videos off of 
"Scratch...", and it seems like you're getting close to the edge 
of where you're going to break - you've already “made it,” but 
I’m talking about big exposure. 

L: I know what you're saying, but I don't know, man. 

R: Because some of the stuff off of the new album is really 
catchy. 

L: I know what you're saying. We do it just to try and add 
variety to our music, because we did “Scratch...” and were 
like, “Where do we go from here?" If we got any heavier 
we'd be like fuckin' doom metal or death metal or some shit. 
R: I wasn't trying to say you made an intentional change, I’m 
saying what do you think of the fact that you could get play 
on commercial radio or say MTV plays your video more than 
a couple times and actually starts playing it a lot, like CIV or 
something? 

L: Ummm, I don't really think that's going to happen to us. I 
think one of the factors is my voice, for some reason. Even if 
it does happen, fine, but we don’t sit around and go, “Oh god, 
I hope they really play it." In fact, they've asked us to do a 
video, our record 
company, and we 
were like, “Maybe 
we'll do a video,” 
and they were like, 
“We have to see if 
MTV will play it 
first,” And we said, 
“If that's your idea, 
do a video to see if 
MTV will play it, 
then why make a 
video,” because 
they won’t play it. 
I mean, the last 
album we did “Step 
Down", and that 
was a fuckin’ great 
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video. 

R: That was a great video, I saw it on there a couple of times. 
L: It should have been on a lot more, if you ask me. It might 
not be the clip of the week or 

whatever, but everybody we played it for - we played it for the. 
guys in NOFX and their whole families, we played it for the 
guys in Biohazard, to kids in the HC scene, to record execu- 
tives, and everybody would sit there and go, ^Why isn't this 
the biggest video on MTV?" It's funny, it's catchy, and 
everybody's having a good time in it. We were like we don't 
care, MTV is not into this style. It's not pop-punk, it's not 
whatever they're into this week, industrial or whatever. As far 
as success like that, if it comes to us on our terms, that's fine, 
but we don't go out of our way to, like, whatever. As far as 
what you said about the catchiness on the album, you know 
what we wanted to do with some of our songs... We did some 
shows with The Business, and they're friends of ours and we 
were like what we like about Oi music as the feeling of the 
sing-a-long, the glory of it. 

R: Like "Us vs. Them", that's totally got that flavor. 

L: Exactly. With that song we wanted to write about all the 
kids who looked out for us on tour. Like when we were in 
Australia, we had a scumbag promoter, but all these kids 
made their own flyers, out of their own pocket, paid for these 
flyers just to make sure that SOIA had good shows in Austra- 
lia. You can't explain how thankful we are for that, so we 
wrote this song. Basically it's about them and our friends in 
New Zealand, they did the same thing, kids looked out for us 
all over the world. 

R: You're one of the very few bands that has actually been 
able to make it as big as you are, and still hold the respect of 
the kids. A lot of bands get bigger and then the backlash 
starts. They start touring with bands that nobody wants to see 
them playing with. 

L: I think we've done that to an extent of... 

R: You've done a few “metal” tours. 

L: We've always told the kids, if you really don't like the 
bands, don't pay the money to see us, you'll see us for a 
cheaper ticket price when we headline. And now that we're at 
a point where we're not big enough to headline huge places, 
but we can go out and headline and not starve to death, we try 
to take young bands around with us. I 
think that's another reason why we get 
respect. You know, we still go to shows, 
we're not like some bands from NY who 
would get bigger and you'd never see 
them. We go to see younger bands, and if 
there's a band that really impresses us or 
that we like, we take them on the road 
with us. We took Snapcase to Europe with 
us, we took Ignite on a whole East Coast 
tour and now what we try to do is we try to 
get variety. We try to stay away from 
bands that sound a lot like us. We'll take 
like, say, a Snapcase and a more melodic 
band, so we can mix it up. 

R: But you've toured with everybody from 
Napalm Death and Sepultura to Rancid 


and Snapcase, that's a huge variety. 

L: We run the gamut. It was funny because we played LA 
one year twice in a row, and first we came through with 
Rancid, then we came through with Helmet. Then we went 
and headlined on our own, and we had the weirdest audience 
you ever saw. The Rancid kids, the Helmet kids, and the 
straight-up HC kids, and it was great. 

R: You also keep the ticket prices and merchandise prices 
down, you keep people's respect that way. 

L: We try to keep control with the merchandise price, we do 
our own merchandise. 

R: It really sucks when bands sign merchandise contracts and 
the next thing you know, the t-shirts are $20. 

L: With our manager, he used to be in Agnostic Front, Steve 
Martin. 

R: I did an interview with him when he was in AF, and he 
used to do label promotion. 

L: Probably the only intelligent Agnostic Front interview that 
was ever written (laughing). Most managers would be like, 
"Get a big bonus from these people,” or “Get a big advance 
from these people." He was like, "You guys keep your shirt 
prices and do what you want.” 

R: I didn't know that he was you're manager, that's awesome, 
he's a good guy. 

L: I have a lot of respect for him. After he left AF he finished 
college and started a business in his bedroom. And now he's 
publicist for Beastie Boys, 
Smashing Pumpkins, whoever. 
And he still manages us. 

R: Sooo... new album again. 
On this one you've got a few 
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songs that are definitely different. One, "Busted" is like 
Straight Ahead part 2. It is Straight Ahead! 

L: That's exactly what it is. We sit there and go, we're a HC 
band, and this is what we like. Most people hear HC and 
they think of an album where everything sounds the same. 
But to us HC and punk has such variety. “Busted” was 
Craig's take on his favorite NJ bands. Loose, fast, with the 
big mosh beat in the middle. He wrote the music, then we 
told him to write the lyrics to it. He wrote the lyrics, then 
we're like why don't you sing it? He got all psyched. 

R: I wasn't sure, going to those shows in California, if you 
were going to do much new stuff. The first show that I was 
at, at that old bank, I was there at the side of the stage 
yelling “Busted,” hoping you'd play it. 

L: We played it because it's cool, it gives variety, and I just 
love to see Craig sing it. It will be cool when kids learn it, 
so instead of standing on stage singing, I can just jump in 
the audience and we all sing backups to it. 

R: The other song was “Jungle”. It's got the South Ameri- 
can, Sepultura-style percussion, that was cool. 

L: It's funny, when we did it, we wrote the song, before we 
even had the lyrics for it, we didn't have a title so we called 
it “Jungle.” Then Armand came up with the lyrics, and we 
were sitting there going wouldn't it be cool if we got some 
percussion on this. Then we thought, nah, people will talk 
shit, they got that from Sepultura. Then we were like who 
gives a fuck what people say, let's just try it. Actually, it 
sounded good, so we kept it. 

R: It sounds good. I thought the last record Sepultura did 
was amazing. 

L: Bands like them and Helmet have been so cool, and the 
same with Rancid. They have all been so cool to us, you 
know. 

R: I can't believe that Strife went on tour with Sepultura, 
that's insane. 

L: You know how they got it? Sepultura called us up and 
asked us to do it, and we said nah, we weren't ready, we had 
just come out of the studio. We weren't ready to tour. 
When we go on tour we want to be at least decent, we don't 
want to get on stage and fall apart. So we told Sepultura we 
couldn't do it, and they were asking, and I’m not sure who 
suggested Strife, but I guess that was one of the bands they 
wanted. 

R: That seems like such an unlikely combo. 

L: You know what their original idea for that tour was? 
They wanted it to be Sepultura, House of Pain, us and 
Strife. 

R: Really? That's different, the last thing I wanted to ask 
about the record was the last hidden track, what's it called, 
“I Take Shits”? What are you saying in that song? 

L: We didn't come up with a title for it, it can either be 
“Culo Con Cado” or “I Take Shits”. 

R: Now “Culo Con Cado,” what's that? 

L: See, that’s weird. I have friends in NY, my Dominican 
friends say it doesn’t mean anything, but my Mexican and 
Puerto Rican friends, they tell me exactly what we thought 
it meant. Ughh, it means “shitty ass” and then the other line 
we yell in Spanish is “Mi huevo suela,” which translates 


"my eggs smell,” but in slang it means “my balls smell." That 
was just a song where Craig would get behind the drums, and 
that was one of his generic HC beats. Armand would sit there, 
and Craig would drum, and Armand would go “I take shits” 
and then they added the bass part and 
made a song of it. It's all for fun. 

R: When I heard it, the CD had 
finished and I thought it was done, 
and I’m just sittin’ there and it came S пап g, 
on and caught me by surprise. in 
L: Right before it comes on there’s 
that voice that says, “Hurry up, you 
old hag.” I forgot about that, and the 
other day I had it on waiting for the secret song to come on 
and I scared myself. I was like, “Oh shit, who was that!” 

R: What else? Oh, the little Straight Ahead reunion at your 
CB's show. That was something I would have loved to have 
seen. A friend from here, Carrie, was at that show and said it 
was a lot of fun. 

L: Yeah, it was great! 

R: How did that happen? 

L: That was totally spontaneous. The day of the show we 
called up Tommy. 

R: What's up with Tommy Carroll? 

L: He's just a workin' guy. He was a Golden Gloves boxer 
for awhile, everybody was saying he was the unsigned guy to 
watch, cause he didn't have a gym to fight out of. He's a 
loner, but he's great. But then all of a sudden he just dropped 
it, he didn't want anything to do with it any more. Now he's a 
working guy. We invited him down to the show right before 
sound check, Craig goes, “I’m gonna call Tommy, see if he 
wants to come down." Tommy doesn't go to HC shows 
anymore, so he shows up, hangin' out, says he's having a good 
time. We were about to do "Straight Ahead" and I look over 
at Craig, and Craig goes, "Hey Tommy, you wanna sing it,” 
and Tommy just got right up on stage. 

and Rob, who's in Biohazard, he was there. Pete just took his 
guitar off and Rob got up and - remember he was in Helmet 
for 2 years, and Biohazard for a year, he hasn't played 
"Straight Ahead" in years. When they went into it me and Pete 
just lost it, I was divin' in the crowd, I had so much fun. 

R: Plus it was at CB's, and you haven't played there in years. 
I saw you there in the late 80's. 

L: Yeah, what kinda sucks now is they have a Fire Marshall 
who's always there. I think it's just their paranoia, but they're 
saying the whole area's being bought up by the yuppies, and 
they're trying to weed everybody out. They want to get rid of 
CB’s, which is bullshit, it’s like a national landmark, whether 
it is officially or not. 

R: So I heard you're going to Europe next, right? 

L: No, in fact we're doing the US first. 

R: Oh really? 

L: Yeah, we switched it. We decided to do the US first, we're 
just going to headline. We were looking to go out with 
somebody else, but there's nobody that we want to tour with 
going out. We want to tour with bigger bands, but like you 
said, we want to keep the respect of our original fans. We

The Vade parents don't like it much when they practice loud, but are 
very supportive of them. They drive them to shows and help unload equip- 
ment. Vade said their parents are "all grand." Vade would like to tour soon 
if their parents let them. 

I asked them if there was anything they would like the public to know, 
and here's their reply, "We're like a jackhammer, we apply a little pressure 
then once we're done, you're not the same. You are cbanged, different."

Snider and that will be caming out soon on a split 12 inch with Jough Dawn 
Baker on Henry's Finest Recordings.

Knowing that animal/envi- 
ronmental rights have been on my mind ever since | became 
vegetarian in 1988, kept my eyes open until | found the Sea Shep- 
herd Conservation Society. | sent away for information on Sea 
Shepherd and read about it at length. | was totally down with 
what they were all about, but | still didn't know how | could help 
out. My break came one day when a friend of mine who was 
working at a photo place got fired over something trivial, and 
"acquired" 100 or so rolls of film in retaliation, before his job was 
finished. He gave me about 80 of them. | knew from reading 
their info that Sea Shepherd is always in need of film to docu- 
ment their work, so | boxed up a bunch of the film and sent it 
down to them as a donation. They called a week later to say 
thanks, and they were stoked. They asked me about myself, and 
| felt sort of strange answering questions about me helping in their 
work. | thought they needed people like ship engineers and ra- 
dio operators, what use would they have for a juggler who sings 
in a hardcore band?!? Well, they were stoked on the idea of a 
juggler, asking if l'd perform at a benefit for them sometime and 
they were stoked on the idea of the band, because as it's turned 
out, a number of bands have worked to effectively spread the 
message: currently, Redemption '87 (R.I.P.) and Ignite have been 
very vocal about Sea Shepherd. The point is this: that who you 
are is a valuable asset. It's up to you how you use your skills for the 
benefit of the organization at hand.

OK, so you're in a touring band and you're vegan, and you're afraid that you're going to starve somewhere in the middle of Kansas. Well, 
you might, but here are some ideas of places to eat in other states which will help keep you going. Generally speaking, aside from Taco Bell 
and Subway, which can get old really fast, I found on tour that a lot of the bigger chain grocery stores carry a brand of humus called "Tribe 
of Two Sheiks" which comes in a number of different flavors and totally rules - I would recommend the red pepper kind. The writing on the 
package looks a little strange, and Derek (RUST/Trial) thought at first that it said "Tribe of Emo Sheiks", which would actually have been 
pretty rad. I imagined all of these crying sheiks standing on the edge of a lake on a winter day, staring sadly into 
the water as a swan floated slowly by. Forget it. Anyway, you will have to look hard for "The Tribe" in the stores because it is often in a 
number of different places. Try looking with the cheeses (ugh) in the refrigerated section first. If you're in backwards ass hickville and 
there's no humus to be found in the grocery store, you can obviously always go for a salad at the salad bar, or if there isn't a salad bar, that's 
when you revert to the Bell or to Subway (Remember: always ask about ingredients in the shells and the sauce at Taco Bell, because I've 
heard that different recipes are used in different parts of the country, and at Subway stick to the wheat bread). 


OK, so now you're on the road! (Be sure to ask lots of questions at all these places, regardless of whether I printed them here or not - 
remember, YOU signed the statement above!) I sent out a mass e-mail to all my vegan/vegetarian friends asking for information about 
places to eat in their cities. Response was really good, but this is still a VERY partial list, and most places have no addresses listed so you'll 
have so seek them out yourself. If you are in a city which is not covered, then PLEASE get in touch with whatever info you have for the next 
issue. The path around the country which I plan to take you on here is the same as the last Trial tour, so I might skip some good places in 
cities which we just didn't get to. Again, keep me posted on whatever I left out that I should have included... 


Starting in SEATTLE: The Globe (1531 14th, 324-8815) is all vegan 
and changes their menu daily. A few items remain standard each day, 
and the biscuits and gravy at $3.50 are amazing - the Globe is my first 
choice for economy and overall radness for touring bands here. Other 
choices are Araya's (4732 University Way NE, 524-4332) which serves 
all vegan Thai food - with an all you can eat buffet for $5.95 on Satur- 
days; Bamboo Garden (364 Roy St, 282-6616) is all vegan, but far 
too expensive and most everything on the menu tastes the same, but 
the Corn Chowder for $3.50 is really interesting - you'll have to try it 
yourself to find out why I call it "interesting"; there are other vegetar- 
ian options in Seattle too - get in touch and I'll fill you in... Moving on 
to SALT LAKE CITY: seek out any one of the following: The Long 
Life Vegi House (oriental veggie/vegan selections with lots of fake 
meat items - but they also serve seafood!!! Careful!); Park Ivy (more 
upscale veggie place with amazing vegan chocolate mousse for des-

stores in two different locations)... DENVER: um, uh, help!... Kansas CITY try The Tribal 
Grill located at 39th and Bell. It's heavy on the garlic side and has the best humus in town. 
The potatoes are also awesome there and it's got great prices. Outside of KC in the sub- 
urbs there is a place called Sisters at 95th and Nall in a shopping center that has super 
good home cooked vegan and vegetarian dishes. It's a little pricy, but good... On to CHI- 
CAGO: Soul Vegetarian (205 east 75th st., 773-224-0104) T've been told that nothing is 
priced over $3.50 at this vegan mecca, and that the selection is really varied. You can get 
anything from vegan french toast with scrambled tofu to vegan chili to BBQ protein tidbits 
(they blow away chicken mcnuggets) to veggie gyros to stir fried steak (veggie stir fry 
with fake meat). There is also a health food store right next door!... BUFFALO suppos- 
edly has some kind of co-op restaurant/store which serves this seitan roll up thing with 
vegetables and a peanut sauce. I am told that its amazing. Anyone have a name or an address? In ANN ARBOR there's a place called 
Jerusalem Garden that destroys the competition. Fresh falafel for $2.75!!! The food is Middle Eastern. They have some meat on the menu 
but the emphasis is on vegan or vegetarian stuff... BOSTON and NEW YORK CITY each have a billion places - look around and you'll 
find something. I don't have anything specific for Boston, but I'm hoping someone will send in their personal favorites. In New York, you'll 
find great Indian food at the Pakistan Tea House (176 Church St. 212-240-9800) - for $4 you get a plate filled with your choice of either 
vegan or non vegan food (Td choose 'vegan' if I were you); the rest of the Trial guys went to a place called Kate's Place (East 5th and Avenue 
B) which they all still talk about to this day; and afterwards for dessert, you have to go to Michael and Zowie's (East 6th and 2nd Avenue)... 
If you happen to be in CHAPEL HILL, be sure and ask any of the crazy college students down there for directions to The Burrito Bunker 
- its a no frills burrito place which serves really cheap burritos - I ate a ton of them when I was there - and the guy who runs the place likes 
to put touring band's stickers up on his refrigerator... ATLANTA: Soul Vegetarian (just like the Chicago place): Has very good all vegan 
food, mostly sandwich platters, but also has meals; Chinese Buddha is a normal Chinese restaurant, but the vegetarian menu is entirely 
vegan except for egg rolls. They serve a variety of great veggie protein fake meat dishes. Come on Thursday nights and hang out with the 
Atlanta SXE Crew; Eats: This is an alternative college kid restaurant that serves lots of pasta and a variety of grains and legumes. Very 
cheap and with "a bitchin atmosphere" (my reviewer says); Tortillas: Fucking huge burritos made with whole beans and lots of special add- 
ons. They're vegan if you ask for no cheese; Taco Cabana: The after-show mecca of Atlanta. Open 24-7. The black beans and tortillas, 
guacamole, chips are all vegan. Avoid the rice (chicken stock). They also have a great salsa bar. Sevenanda: A co-op health food store in 
the little 5 points area, lots of good quick snacks and organic fruits and vegetables, as well as a wide variety of personal care items; other 
grocery stores include Return to Eden and Life Grocery - check around for addresses... PHOENIX: aside from being the home of the one 
and only Cori Hale, is also home to the Supreme Master Ching Hai Vegetarian House (4812 N. 7th Avenue 602-264-3480) - you should 
definitely go there, and bring Cori along with you (ask me for his phone number)... Onward now to Southern California, in SAN DIEGO 
you have to go to Faqueburger (406 University Avenue at the corner of 4th Street in Hillcrest 260-0267) АП vegan "soy" burgers including 
vegan tacos and all natural shakes. АП fries are cooked in vegetable oil - but watch out because their cheeses and bacon are NOT vegan; The 
Garden Taste (1237 Camino del Mar, Del Mar 793-1500) is all vegan and organic, but it's kind of pricey; other options include Jyoti- 
Bihanga (3351 Adams Ave. Normal Heights 282-4116); Kung Food Restaurant & Deli (2949 Fifth Ave. at Quince, San Diego 298-7302, 
298-9232); Monsoon (3975 Fifth Ave. Hillcrest 298-3155); Mother's Kitchen (Corner of S-6 and S-7 Palomar Mtn. 742-4233); Ocean 
Beach People's Food Co-Op (4765 Voltaire, Ocean Beach 224-1387); The Vegetarian (431 West 13th Ave. Escondildo 740-9596)... 
Moving on to SAN FRANCISCO: Lucky Creation (at Washington Street and Grant Street) - everything is vegan. It's a vegan Chinese food 
restaurant; in the mission district there is Maya (on 16th) their beans are vegan and they make a really good burrito. There are many 
Mexican restaurants in the mission district that have vegan options; Truly Mediterranean (16th and Valencia) - a vegan favorite- "falafel 
to knock your socks off" I'm told; Now and Zen

We've simplified the 
task of assembling your 
wardrobe by creating five 
mix and match categories.

FOOTWEAR: We searched the Metal archives to 
answer the question, "Why must all Metal footwear cover 
the ankle?" We couldn't find anything... so we made 
something up. And that thing is as follows: In ancient times 
(the Xena era) Vikings wore leg protection up as high as 
their kneecaps to keeps their shins safe while kicking ass on 
the field of battle. Today, the height of your footwear is a 
good indicator of your personal Metallity. The most Metal 
people in the world, Scandinavian Death Rockers, wear 
knee high boots with their Viking regalia, while the biggest 
poseurs in the world, German Bon Jovi fans, 
wear low top soccer shoes. 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR: hi-top basket- 
ball shoes, hi-top Chuck Taylors, combat 
boots, cowboy boots, pointy rocker boots, 
wrestling shoes, platform boots (Theatrical 
Metal only), fur boots, & high heels (for the 
ladies). 

PANTS: You have several styles to 
choose from; but choose wisely, they may be 
worn for several days or even weeks at a time 
depending on the length of your speed binges.

WHAT TO LOOK FOR: stretch

stripe tube socks), Zubaz, kilts, & Chuck Norris Denim 
Action Slacks (see INSIDE Kung-Fu or Black Belt 
magazine to order by mail). Chuck Norris Action Slacks ly 
have a stretchy crotch for high kicks. This also helps to 
keep the armadillo in your trousers from moving around. 

SHIRTS: All T-shirts should be sleeveless and 
super tight. 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR: Band T-shirts 
(preferably S.O.D), alcoholic beverage logo T-shirts 
(preferably Schmidt Animal Beer), pot leaf T-shirts, 
shirts endorsing your amplification of choice, long 
sleeve silk button ups (see Danny "Ten Fingers" 
Talmage), muscle shirts (muscles optional), sweatshirts with 
the sleeves cut off, mesh half-shirts. 

JACKETS: Black leather (fringe optional), denim 
with band logos drawn on with a magic marker, denim with 
sleeves cut off (can be worn over your Leather), Members 
Only (for you Camaro drivers), 
Corona hooded ponchos. 

ACCESSORIES: A great 
way to enhance your wardrobe is to 
accessorize with items you may find 
in the garage or sock drawer in your 
own home. 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR: 
Saw blades (see Blackie Lawless), 
police biker hats (see Rob Halford), 
shoulder chains on leather jacket, 
fingerless gloves (wear while rippin' 
out some slaytanic chops), studded or spiked jewelry, skull - 
rings, bullet belts, dangly earrings, Camel lights hardpack, 
confederate flag guitar picks, bandannas (worn on legs, 
head, or around neck), gold chain, handcuffs, Def Leppard 
painters cap, comb in back pocket, Michelob bottle opener 
keychain, pot pipe, extra socks (one pair goes outside your 
pants to hold them down, the other goes down the front to 
impress the foxes). 

THE CODPIECE: Nothing is more flattering 
than an oversized MANOWAR style codpiece. Use is to 
divert attention away from your tired old Scorps inspired 
axe slingin' and direct the eyes of the crowd towards your 
unit. While metal codpieces have a more crowd pleasing 
shape, jumps & kicks can cause chaffing to novice players. 
We suggest fur or chain-mail package protection until your 
stage moves are rock steady. 


Now that you're all Metalled up and ready to hit 
the stage, you need to figure out what you're going to do 
once you get up there. As usual we have a few suggestions. 
We listed the band members in order of importance. We felt

MOVES FOR 
AXEMEN: Headbanging, 
rocking, soloing with eyes 
closed, scissor kicks, forward 
kicks, jumping off the drum 
riser, knee slide, playing with 
| teeth, behind the head, amp 
humping, pointing your guitar 
| like it’s your penis, pointing 
guitar at the ceiling, licking the 
neck, holding your guitar like a 
machine gun, singing into the singers mic. 

Here are some extra hot moves for the experienced 
students of Metallogy: 

Guitar Face: Okay, so this may not be the most 
exciting stage move, but nevertheless, this can be a powerful 
tool to enhance your performance. During the big solo, give 
the crowd looks of extreme pain and ecstasy. Look as though 
each note you play is bringing the entire crowd to one 
simultaneous, earth-shattering orgasm. 

Many guitar greats (myself included) use an 
ancient Metal technique to practice this fine art if guitar 
wizardry. А surefire way to appear to be a guitar god is to use 
the face you make while you take a crap. This is by far the 
simplest way to boost the complication of your guitar lix 
without spending your weed money on those pesky guitar 
instruction videos. 

Around the World, (see Steve Vai in his short stint 

with ‘Diamond’ David Lee Roth): One of my pix 
for Metal vid holding the prestigious title of 
Most Metal Stage Moves is "Just Like Livin' 
in Paradise."

I had missed my bus that was going to take me 
to go hiking with a friend. I had an hour to kill, so 
I went off in search of food and adventure. New 
Westminster isn't the best place for a hungry vegan 
to find chow, but there's always some sort of fun 
and entertaining criminal activity to be witnessed. 
I managed to get an assortment of bagels to eat. 
On the way back to the bus stop, I noticed a whole 
bunch of emergency vehicles up Columbia street. 
It looked like every fire truck in New Westminster 
was parked in front of the Paramount theatre. 

The Paramount is an old movie theatre that used 
to put on hardcore and metal shows a few years 
ago. It is now one of largest strip bars in the prov- 
ince. They circumvent provincial laws against "table 
dancing" by not serving alcohol. A straight edge 
strip bar! They get into a bit of hot water every 
so often for recruiting dancers from local high 
schools. Verbal Assualt played there once. 

I wandered up Columbia street to check 
out what was going on. While I was wait- 
ing at a crosswalk for the light to 
change, I noticed a very large man sit- 
ting in front of Starbucks. It was 
hard not to notice him. He was re- 
ally fat and dressed head to toe in 
camoflauge. He had it all; pants, 
shirt, jacket, hat. He got up while I 
was eating a blueberry bagel and 
crossed the street towards me. His 
leg was kind of gimped and he walked
